Whether tho uew administration will suc-

Should ho suc- 
ceed iu carryiug tho Treasury over Us very 
serious difficulties ho will do much towards 
consolidating tho new retfi>,\t, tho succoua of 
which must be ardently desired by republi- 
cans all over the world. 


An experiment of tin* kind is always 
doubtful iu Kuropo, aud for two reasons : 
tirst, that the European statesmen and 
people uru aocurttoLuwd only to monarchical 
traditions, whiuh are apt to warp their 
judgment iu delicutu straits; aud, second, 
b»o;m*o the surrounding governments, be- 
ing governments ot a dynasty or of » class, 
look with suspicion and ill will upon all en- 
deavors in a more popular direction. But 
the stability which President Thiers has in- 
troduced iu Frniico will help the Span- 
l»h Hepubli.jAMa, while the more liberal tone 
that pervades Italy will also prove a further- 
ance aud not au obstuole. The English 
journals, it is true, predict a certain and 
speedy disaster for the now undertaking ; 
but as these authorities tor the last tuu 
years have commonly shown themselves 
poor prophets, wo are uot to be discouraged 
by u tone of vaticination which, in its rela- 
tions to our own war, to the war between 
Vrussia uud Austria, aud, in a measure, to 
tho Franco- I'russi AU war, was uot justitied 
by the events.

Tho Pull Mall Giuett^i* uxorcised over the 


question whether "men ure more interesting 
u> men than women nru, uud whether wo- 
men ttnd moru iu women to interest them 
than they do in men," The Oatttlt eomoa 
to tho unwelcome conclusion that tho pre- 
tended foudneas of tho two »o>ie» tor one 
another in the groat fundamental hypocrisy 
of the race. It would be unfair to dwell too 
uiuoh on the circumstances that they make 
one another uuoouifortable in u way that 
uieu never make mcu uor women, women, 
taking thut fact by ttaolf. This might be a 
mere result of their being different. 
But a 


review of tho whole ease teuds to establish 
u general 
incompatibility between the 
two. Things will have to alter very much 
if men and 'vomou ever get along well to- 
gether. Tho pretense that they uro dyiug 
of cheer liking for 0110 itnother is not onlv 
proved, it is disproved. Not merely is that 
kind of mortality wholly from the returns, 
but after all theso centuries tho two sexes 
greatly keep ufoof from one another. When- 
over you can get a glimpse of their true 
tendencies, it comes out clearly enough that 
men wid women are domestic creatures un- 
der compulsion. All kinds of social contriv- 
ances have been tried, tho real purpose of 
which, no matter how 
it may bo dis- 
guised, is to separate the sexes, and «o 
•ee uro for oaoh the pleasure of being only in 
its own society. There is uo sacritice men 
will not moke to get this luxury. They will 
support the costliest elubs, they -will smoke, 
they will pretend any sort of recreation 
from cards down to billiards, sooner than 
not be apart from women for » portion of 
Uaeir time. The like thing holds of the la- 
dies in their own way. The inability of the 
men to stay at homo tUlows their wives to 
assemble mutual clubs in their own drawing 
rooms, aud they do so. For one club tho 
m«u have, tho women have hundreds — just 
as many as there are houses. 


Tho truth is, the tastes of the sexes radi- 


cally differ. 
At home feminine likings pre- 


vail, aud there is uo man who is uot more 
or less aware that tho minor arrangements 
and tho wonderful, and, to him, superfluous 
UUsree-like ornamentation of his house, are 
not for him, nor for his sex, but for tho 
other. Just as little can it bo doubted that 
men »nd womun dress each for their own 
sex; that it is the Bdmirntion of their own 
kind, not of tho opposite one, they lay them- 
selves most out for. Men aud women are 
iu a perpetual condition of surprise, tuid 
scoff ut each other's styles, both alwuvs 
self-complacent, aud altogether ouuttiug 
criticism of their own. 


Conversation equally betrays this natural 
opposition. If tho atxcs had veal respect 
for oae another, would they indulge in those 
unbelievable eomplioieutsi Neither does it 
to those of their own kind whom they hon- 
estly llko. Tho artificial style of talk which 
Is the traditionary custom of the sexes is 
plainly that of creatures who do uot under- 
stand each other and have mutual suspi- 
cions. Bcicg strange, they partake them- 
Mir** to compLimout». 
A qualification in reference to the family 
relation has to be made. To a man his 
•totliar Isnet a woman — she is a divinity 


the like party holds iu a girl of her father; 
and brothers and sisters are not of any sex. 
But get outside this non-social circle, und 
tho antipathy quickly comes into play. 
Boys nearly hate girls, and tho feeling is 
returned ; old men care nothing for women 
of any age, except aw nurses1, old womou 
creep together. It is only during tMte cen- 
tral portion of life thut the sexes can be 
said to bo civil to oao another. In fact, il 
nature had not forced men and women 
to leave each other during that portion 
willy-nilly, and given them that incredi- 
ble bribe of children, it is doubtful whether 
they would have any mutual liking. Love 
is all that exists between them. 


It u astonishing, considering what a com- 


plete, intricate, loug association the bring- 
ing up u family ties a couple to, that they 
do not become more really intimate than 
they do even in the hest oases. Doubt may 
•well bo felt that there arc few husbands and 
wives who, iu spite of all the trials they 
have spared, have not at the bottom of then 
hearts » sense of grievance one against tho 
other, 


It is all very sad ; bnt >t cannot bo helped 


Tho sexes are a partial failure, aud some- 
how has arisen au enormous exaggeration 
ot their lik lug lor ouo another. Looked at 
oalmly, tho interest which each has for tho 
other is wufully lacking in versatility j it is 
alike monotonous and smut! I — moro love, in 
fact.

In tho your 1859 a nogvo named Henry 


C'obb was^a slave for a planter named Oobb, 
in Tanas parish Louisiana. Iu July of that 
year the levee broke away and tho Missis- 
sippi dovustcd a largo share of tho plant a 
tiou. Tho slave abovo mentioned was ono 
of tho seven or eight of the most trusty men 
on the plantation, and they wore hired out 
for the time being until tho levee hnd boeu 
repaired and the land put in order to be 
worked. (Jobb was hired ou u mail packet, 
aud continued therefor three months. One 
day, when tho boat lay at Vioksburg, aloug- 
sidc » Cairo packet, lie failed to perform a 
certain job ot work to the satisfaction of the 
captain, who was determined on sending 
him ashore and having him "dressed down" 
for his negligence. C'obb, greatly frightened 
jecreted himself upon the Cairo boat, and 
lauded in Illinois without boiii? discovered. 
Ho was forwarded to Detroit by tho under- 
ground railroad, and since 1861 has lived at 
or near Chatham, Ontario, under the name 
of Hammond. He had been married three 
years when he left the plantation, but know- 
,ng that there was no prospect of getting 
liis who away, ho married again after set- 
tling at Chatham. The Jlrst wife continued 
in slavery for several yours, and was living 
as a slave at Holly Springs, Missouri, whou 
rho emancipation proclamation freed her. 
•She cama North, living in Cincinnati, 
Chicago, and other places, aud two years 
ago was married to a colored man named 
Samuels, and tho mother ot u child bv him. 
The family came to this city, says the Detroit 
free frest, about seven weeks ago. Satur- 
lay last, as Mra. Scrnuols was at the City 
lall market, a liuuil was luiil ou her arm 
ind she nearly faulted away as sho turned 
and saw her old husband. They sat down 


>u a bench and talked, laughed and cried 
ogether until their story was known to a 
uudred persona. Hammond's wife has been 
II of consumption for a long time, and ho 
was iu Detroit to see a relative of hers. Juat 
what arrangements the two old slaves made 
» not known, but she abandoned Samuels, 
ler home aud child Sunday night, and pro- 
>ably left for Canada with Hammond, per- 
haps to remarry. Mr. Samuels has been in- 
formed of the meeting on Saturday, aud yes- 
terday when he told the police that his wife 
disappeared he declared that ho would not 
pursue, hardly blaming her if she had re- 
turned to the old love.

Education'. 


The following extract from tho report of 


the Superintendent of Education in Massa- 
chusetts^ is commended to the notice of pa- 
tients: Th« vigorous and effective system 
of military drill provided for all the boys in 
our high schools has, in my judgment, been 
of incalculable advantage; and its moral 
results have been no less valuable than its 
physical effects. It is good, both for those 
who command and those who obey. Still I 
feel bound to say, and to say with emphasis, 
that there is still great room for improve- 
ment in physical culture. We ought to aim, 
uot merely to avoid injurinff the health 
of pupils whilo carrying on their instruction 
In our schools, but to increase their physical 
health, strength and beauty. 
I dare call 
that system of education a failure which 
sends out into the world, to fight the battles 
of life, ita finished graduates, with narrow 
shoulders, flat chests, crooked spines, pale 
faoes, weak mu»olea and low vital energy. 
Our boys rooeiTe losa physical injury from 
thc<r schooling than our girls. Nature helps 
the boys more. The boy manages to get 
souie wholoaomo play. But tho poor girl is eas- 
ily crushed under the terrible weight of 
school lesson*. Her strong love of approba- 
tion, given to her for a wise purpose, is eas- 
ily ruada to work her physical ruin by the 
machinery of examinations. I de not hesi- 
tate to toll any mother iu Boston that in the 
present state ef things the head of a class in 
school is not » very sale or desirable place 
lor a girl to occupy. Iu oonclusion, I would 
UJ??,two lf?m* I1 ia»a>ediate reform in view 
of thte matter: First, that tho rules in re- 
gard to home lessons ho rigidly enforced: 
and second, that our high schools rirls shall 
MO longer be se»B carrying hpaw daily, for 
•tudy/Wge bu*41e* ef big%ooks.

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Gazetl 


writing from Urbana, Ohio, February 8, says 
Wcstville a village of ono or two hundret 
inhabitants, situated some four miles Wes 
of this city, is a place long since noted for it 
almost innumerable nets of violence, arising 
from various causes, but principally trom 
the too free use of rotgut whiskey. On th 
1st and 2d ot this month, the Rev. A 
Meharry, presiding elder ot tho Springflelt 
District, Cincinnati Conference, was engager 
in the services ol the second quarterly meet 
ing for Trcinout Circuit at the above namec 
village, it being tho occasion of his first visi 
to the circuit in tho capacity of an elder 
Ho tookftor his text at tho eleven o'clock 
service on Sabbath, "I pray thee have me 
excused," &c., and concluded his remark 
in the evening from tho same words. While 
speaking of the various avocations that men 
followed for a livelihood ho took occasion to 
come down ou the distillers, and spoke o 
them aa a class upon which neither God no 
a Christian community could look with ain 
degree of allowance. 


During his remarks HDOU this subject h 
took occasion to refer to two prominent citi 
zcns of that community \vho had boeu eii 
gaged in the liquor traffic, and who in conao 
quenoe of their violation of both the law o 
God and man had taken tho short road tc 
ruin by hanging themselves with a rope. H 
then referred to tho fact of some of theii 
sous beiiij* drunkards, aud spoke of the pro- 
bability of the children squandering the im 
mouse amount of property loft them at thou: 
parents' death. It so hnppponed that both 
i'atnilies of tho deceased were largely repre- 
sented at tho meeting, and consequently 
took offence. At tho close of tho evening 
service an unusual commolioii wns notiuoi 
in tho crowd at the door, and threats o^ 
lynching tho elder were not » few ; but 
bettor counsel prevailed, and he was allow 
etl to go in peace for that evening. At the 
oloao of services ou Monday evening, as tho 
older was making his way From tho door o; 
the church, to tho carriage of Mr. Noble 
Osborn, a perfect volley of eggs wore hurled 
at him a number of them taking a vorv 
strong effect. After taking tho carriage, the 
eggs continued to ho applied to it, a numbei 
of them striking the daughters of Mr. Osboru 
who were sented in tho carriage.

Senor Don Emilio Castelar, the new Snan- 


sh Secretary for Foreign Affairs, is the 
t>rilliaut orator and journalist who has so 
inflexibly opposed the monarchy in Spain, 
lie is in his forty-first year, and in his 
irouth was noted for the republican ardor 
ne displayed in tho political movements of

He waa 
Captain General of Cuba in 1851, and in 1854 
supported the Royal authority in the revolu- 
tionary movement of that year. 
Senor Pi y Margall, Minister of the lute 
rior, has been an active supporter ot the 
Republican cause, and a member of the 
body charged with the promotion of its in- 
terests at tbe capital. He has acted in con- 
cert with Castelar in opposing the Monarch- 
ists, aud has been a prominent member of 
the Cortes.

There now $266,866,000 in the five-twenties 
of 1863 yet outstanding, and the calls to be 
made in placing tho $3)0,000,000 now in the 
hands of the syndicate, will probably reacb 
that amount, but will not exceed it. The 
banks have $30,000,000 of these bonds on do- 
posit here. 


Neauly all the coupon bonds of that issue, 


being $234,748.000 are hold abroad, while 
tho registered remainder $31,933,000, are 
principally held in this country. It becomes 
an important question whether tue Govern- 
ment will redeem them hero or send clerks 
to Europe to redeem there. It ia probable 
that tho latter course will be pursued, as 
far as concerns those held abroad, but for

To permit tbe voters of thia Commonwealth 
to vote every three years on the question 
of granting licenses to soil intoxicating 
liquors. 
SECTION 1. Bo it enacted, <fcc., That on tho 


third Friday in March, one thousand eight 
hundred nnd seventy-three, in every city 
and county in this Commonwealth, and at 
the annual municipal elections every third 
year thereafter, in every such city and 
eotutty, it shall be the duty of tho Inspectors 
and Judges of Elections in the cities and 
counlicH, to receive tickets, either written 
or printed, from legal voters of said 
eities and counties, labeled ou tho outside 
"license," and 
on 
tho inside " for 
licence," 
or " against 
license," 
and 
to deposit said tickets in a box provided 
for that purpose bv said inspectors and 
judges, as is required by law in the case of 
other tickets received at said election; and 
the tickets so received Khali he counted, 
and a return of the KIUIIG made to the Clerk 
of the Court of Quarter Seasioiia of the 
Peace of the proper county, duly certified 
as required by law; which certificate shall 
bo laid before tho Judges of the said Court 
at tho first meeting of said Court after said 
election 
shall 
be

bo filed with the other records of the court; 
and it shall be tho duty of Mayors 
of cities, and Sheriffs of counties, or of any

weeks before such election every third year 
thereafter: Provided, That this act shall not 
bo consti-ued to repeal or uffeot any special 
law prohibiting the salt) of intoxicating 
liquors or prohibiting the granting of licenses 
Provided, That when the municipal aud 
township elections in any county or city do 
not occur on the third Friday iu March, 
the elections provided for iu this section

of April, 1873, if tho district for which they 
nil all bo grunted determines against the 
granting ot license ; and the Treasurer of 
the proper county shall then refund, to the 
holder of such license, the money so paid 
therefor, for which the said Treasurer shall 
bo entitled to credit iu hid accounts with 
tho Commonwealth.
